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REPORT OF TOWN MANAGER 


This is the 173rd annual report of the town of Norway and 
it is the 28th year under the Selectmen-Town Manager form 
of Government. 


After 16 years as Town Manager and Selectman, I have de- 
cided to retire on or before July 1, 1971. This has been a happy 
sixteen years for me. I have made many friends and lost a few. 
The work of a Town Manager is self-rewarding by what he has 
accomplished. 


To rate a town manager, one should look at the total picture. 
Is he a good tax collector? Does he keep good records? Is he 
accommodating? Does he apply himself as to welfare and other 
departments? The Manager can take action on his own only if 
he is legally authorized to do so, either by law or by directive of 
the selectmen. He cannot “take over’ local government. 


I have had exceptionally good personnel and if I deserve cred- 
it, they do too. 


Police Department 


I have seen our Police Department grow from a one-man 
force to a full-time department. I know that police coverage 
around the clock has paid off in many ways. Our accident rate 
is low and if my memory serves me right, we have had two 
fatalities in the past 15 years. 


Fire Department 


I derived the name “Mayor” from the Fire Department. 


We have bought two new fire trucks and rebuilt the ladder 
truck since I have been in office. Chief Bob Butters and the other 
firemen take pride in their equipment and render a valuable 
service to the town. 


The program of installing dry hydrants in the outside areas 
of the town has been commended by the insurance companies. 
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Bob keeps his hose and chemicals updated at all times and 1s 
ready for any emergency. 


Sewer Department 


1967 saw the completion of our sewage treatment plant. The 
cost was $950,000 with state and federal aid, it was bonded 
for $550,000. We have paid $75,000 on this project with Ly 
years to pay. Norway is one of the few small towns to complete 
a sewage treatment plant. If we had to build a plant today, it 
would cost at least 25% more. 


Taxation 


I have seen our tax rate climb from 24 mills to 59 mills. 
School costs have climbed from $75,000 to $460,000; County 
tax from $11,500 to $23,000; municipal services from $218,000 
to $285,000. Municipal services should be reduced from $30,000 
to $45,000 over this period as we used excise tax money to re- 
duce the appropriation. 


Welfare 


This is one department where costs have been reduced from 
$18,000 to $6,000. The state programs for OAA—Nursing Home 
Care, ADC grants and some drugs contributed to lower net 
cost to the town.

We have rebuilt and improved many of our highways in the 
past sixteen years.

The roads he has built are here to stay 
for many years. They have good drainage and have been tarred. 
Don Hunt is the most valuable man the Town has ever em- 
ployed. He does everything well and willingly. He has an ex- 
cellent crew working for him. Four of the crew have been with 
the Town more than 17 years.

In 1970, The Androscoggin Home Health Services, Incorpo- 
rated, provided 18,925 visits to 822 patients in the tri-county 
area of Androscoggin, Oxford, and Franklin which it serves. 
The home health care visits were, in the main, performed by 
professional nursing and therapists under physicians orders. 


Incorporated in 1966, operatives since early 1967, the An- 
droscoggin Home Health Services is private and non-profit. It is 
the only Social Security Administration certified home health 
agency in the region. Services provided are dependent on avail- 
able resources and manpower. Services provided are nursing, 
physical therapy, speech therapy, home health aides. All ser- 
vices are provided under the direction of and in conjunction 
with each patient’s private physician. The majority of these 
services, are provided to, but not limited to, people aged 65 and 
over. 


A prime goal of home health services is to enable patients 
who are in need of regular part-time professional care to receive 
it at home when it can be appropriately administered there. For 
some patients the availability of this service enables them to re- 
turn home from an institution sooner than might otherwise be 
possible. Thus there may be psychological as well as economic 
benefits for the patient, and, for the institution, needed beds 
may be freed for those who are more acutely ill. 


Among the programs which provide coverage for the cost of 
home health care are: Medicare, Medicaid, major medical in- 
surance, and Old Age Assistance. Also providing financial assis- 
tance to selected patients are such programs as those offered by 
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the Veterans Administration, the Division of Vocational Re- 
habilitaiton, the Maine Multiple Sclerosis Society, and Blue 
Alliance. For persons who are not completely covered, or who 
are only partially covered, the agency charges a fee which 1s 
based on individual ability to pay. Our ability to maintain this 
policy is insured, in part by the financial support which has been 
made available to us in 1970 by the citizens of your community. 


Seven hundred and three visits to thirty-four patients were 
provided to the citizens of Norway during 1970 by the Andros- 
coggin Home Health Services, Inc. 


1971 is to be a hard year financially, as citizens feel the full 
impact of the stricter interpretation of the Medicare law, dras- 
tically limiting or disallowing services previously covered. The 
need for health service is real and necessary. The physician or- 
ders the service, therefore it is a service that must be performed, 
and will not ‘disappear’ because of the Medicare limitations. 
Resources must be realigned to continue the same level of ser- 
vice. The Agency earnestly solicits your support of our 1971 
funding request, to enable us to provide as broad a program, 
and as much service as our resources will permit. On behalf of 
the Agency I express our appreciation for the gracious support 
of the Citizens of Norway during 1970.

An Act Relating to Exemptions 
From Taxation of Veterans 


“Sub-Section III. The polls and estate of all persons who by 
reason of age, infirmity or poverty are in the judgment of the 
assessors unable to contribute toward the public charges; the 
estate up to the value of $3,500 of all persons determined to be 
blind within the definition provided by sections 298 to 318, in- 
clusive of chapter 25, who are receiving aid under the provisions 
of said sections; but no property conveyed to any persons for the 
purpose of obtaining exemption from taxation under this subsec- 
tion shall be so exempt, and the obtaining of such exemption by 
means of fraudulent conveyance shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than $100 and not more than two times the amount of 
the taxes evaded by such fraudulent conveyance, whichever 
amount is greater; and in case any person entitled to such ex- 
emption has property taxable in more than one city or town of 
the state, such proportion of such total exemption shall be made 
in each city or town, as the value of the property taxable in 
such city or town bears to the value of the whole of the property 
of such person taxable in the state.” (1961 Chapter 59, Sec. 2 


“The polls of all soldiers, sailors and marines who served in 
the army or navy of the United States in the Philippine Insur- 
rection or any federally recognized war period prior thereto, or 
who receive state pension; the polls of all soldiers, sailors or 
marines who served in World Wars I or II or the Korean Cam- 
paign who are receiving pension or retirement pay or compen- 
sation or vocational training from the United States government 
on account of disability incurred in or aggravated by service in 
sad wars; and in the estates up to the value of $3,500 of veterans 
who served in the armed forces of the United States during any 
federally recognized war period, including the Korean cam- 
paign, who were honorably discharged or honorably separated 
and retired to the reserve, when they shall have reached the

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sation from the United States Government for total disability,

for such exemption unless the veteran upon whose record the 
exemption is claimed was a legal resident of this state when he 
entered the military service of the United States or unless such 
veteran or his widow has been a legal resident of this state for 
at least 10 years prior to making the claim for exemption; and 
provided further than any person hereinbefore enumerated who 
desires to secure this exemption shall file written proof of en- 
titlement on or before the first day of April with the assessors 
of the town in which he resides, whereupon the assessors shall 
grand such exemption to such person while so qualified or until 
notified of reason or desire for discontinuance; but no property 
conveyed to any person for the purpose of obtaining exemption 
from taxation under the subsection shall be so exempt, and the

During the year 1970, a goal of Oxford County Mental 
Health Services was to become more community-oriented by 
working closer with clergy, schools, law enforcement, physi- 
cians, social workers and other agencies. 


The primary objectives of Oxford County Mental Health 
Services is to provide a comprehensive mental health program 
which meets the needs of children, adolescents and adults who 
have a wide range of personal and social adjustment problems. 
Additional goals are to promote understanding and prevention 
of mental illness in our community through public education 
and research. 


At the Mental Health Clinics located in Stephens Memorial 
Hospital and Rumford Community Hospital, 389 persons or 
families were seen for a total of 1,706 interviews. Those per- 
sons counseled at the Clinic were seen for an average of 4.4 
interviews per person. Approximately forty percent (40%) of 
the people treated at the Clinics were under the age of twenty. 


Appreciation is expressed to the towns in our area for their 
continued support of the Mental Health Program and for the 
commitment shown for improving the lives of the people in our 
community.

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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as it pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Count of cash was made and records checked to determine the 
accuracy of recorded transactions. Cash accounts were verified 
by reconciliation of statements furnished by the depository 
and/or bank confirmation. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as dis- 
bursements and bank charges. Vouchers and canceled checks 
were examined on a selective basis. Excise tax collections and 
other revenue were checked to pertinent records. Town clerks 
records were reviewed as they pertained to financial matters. 
Special and trust funds transactions were reviewed and invest- 
ments verified. Surety bond coverage was examined. 


COMMENTS 
Departmental Operations 


The years operations showed a gain of $28,830.30 which was 
accounted for as follows: 


Actual Income Over Estimated $ 19,656.33 
Departmental Balance Lapsed OAV IO? 
Gain for Year $ 28,830.30 


The actual income received was $64,656.33 as compared with 
an estimate of $45,000.00 for the year. The additional income 
was lapsed to surplus. 


The overlay and unexpended balances in various accounts 
particularly in the recreation and town clerk’s fees etc. accounts, 
less tax abatements and an overdraft in the town office expense 
account were the major factors contributing to the net unex- 
pended departmental balance lapsed. The records did not in- 
dicate that authority had been granted allowing overdrafts in 
appropriation accounts. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying finan- 
cial statements: 
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ASSETS ... The cash balances of various accounts totaled 
$2,991.91 at December 31, 1970. The bank balances used in 


reconciling this amount were confirmed by the depositories. 


Accounts receivable of $6,205.90 included for the most part 
funds due from governmental agencies for disaster relief and 
welfare purposes. 


Taxes receivable totaled $29,778.85 of which $29,225.17 rep- 
resented current year accounts. The remaining balance of 
$553.68 was for prior years accounts dating from 1966. Tax 
liens and tax acquired property amounted to $4,036.07 and 
$2,573.06 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS .. . The de- 
partmental accounts showed a net unexpended balance of 
$10,938.77 carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance 
with legal requirements and/or customary practice. In this res- 
pect, it is suggested that the voters stipulate annually the ac- 
counts, except those required by law to be carried, that are to 
be forwarded to the ensuing year. 


The Opera House account revealed an overdraft of $1,222.90 
at the year end, as compared with an overdraft of $5,185.68 at 
the start of the year. Revenue of $10,813.00 and the proceeds 
of an authorized note of $5,000.00 were used to finance an old 
note payment and current year expenses. 


The trustee account of $1,064.20 included in the general fund 
cash and shown as a reserve, is an accommodation account for 
an individual with no relation to town affairs. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $34,754.63, a de- 
crease of $2,183.53 for the year. This change was occasioned 
principally by transfers to reduce the tax levy and for current 
operations less the operational gain for the year. 


DEBT FUND ... The debt fund, incorporated in the balance 
sheet as a separate fund, reflects outstanding Opera House notes 
of $17,000.00, a new equipment note of $12,000.00 and sewer 
project bonds of $475,000.00. These obligations mature during 
the next seventeen years. 
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WORKING CAPITAL FUND .. . The cash balance of 
$7,720.21 in the working capital fund was on deposit in the 
Norway National Bank, Norway, Maine at December 31, 1970. 

Current operations showed an increase of receipts over ex- 
penditures of $1,654.59. Receipts were derived principally from 
departmental use of equipment and amounted to $41,073.33. 
Disbursements totaled $39,418.74 of which gasoline and sup- 
plies, equipment expense and payment on notes were the major 
items. 


SEWER ASSESSMENT FUND .. . The cash balance of 
$9,905.93 in the sewer assessment fund was on deposit in the 
Norway National Bank, Norway, Maine at December 31, 1970. 

Receipts of $41,471.80 for the year represented principally 
current year assessments of $37,849.50. Disbursements for op- 
erations and indebtedness amounted to $38,109.65 and a trans- 
fer of $4,904.60 was made to the general fund for the Palmer 
Road construction. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS... The trust fund prin- 
cipals was $9,339.76 and unexpended income was $28,654.94. 
These funds are on deposit in the Norway Savings Bank, Nor- 
way, Maine. 


The capital reserve fund for fire equipment in the amount of 
$1,361.92 was on deposit in the Norway Savings Bank, Norway, 
Maine at December 31, 1970. 


GENERAL 


During the year expenditures totaling $6,630.02 were made 
in connection with Palmer Road construction. This expenditure 
was financed by a transfer of $4,904.60 from the Sewer Assess- 
ment Fund and an overdraft of $1,725.42 was carried forward 
pending further financial activity. The records did not indicate 
any voter authorization for this project. 


The townspeople authorized estimated revenue of $45,000.00 
as well as $20,000.00 from surplus to reduce the tax levy as well 
as transfers from surplus for interest and pumper repairs of 


$8,073.78 and $3,000.00 respectively.

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The following recommendations appear worthy of considera- 


tion: 


Monies not related to the town financial affairs should 
not be handled through the town’s records. 


The salaries of all town officials should be voted by 
the townspeople annually at the town meeting.

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Report of Town Manager 


This is the 174th annual report of the Town of Norway and it is the 29th 
year under the Selectmen-Town Manager form of Government. 


The year 1971 showed many changes in the town office. Paul L. 
Nevers and Lewis F. Richardson chose not to run for re-election on the 
Board of Selectmen. They were replaced by W. Bradford Raymond and 
David L. Tilley. Don McAllister retired as Manager on July 1, and he was 
replaced by H. Grant Leonard who resigned on November 15, 1971 and 
since that date R. Donald Twitchell has been Acting Manager. 


Mrs. Beatrice P. Snow resigned as Town Clerk and Mrs. Joyce M. 
Ball was appointed to her position. Mrs. Olive Chandler was replaced by 
Mrs. Patty Estes who was replaced by Mrs. Mary Henderson. 


The articles in the 1971 Town Warrant were carried out as stated. 
Many of our accounts show overdrafts, but as planned we have a large 
surplus and a very healthy cash balance to start the year 1972. Unpaid 
1971 taxes amounted to about $20,000 and since the first of the year this 
amount has been decreased. 


We did not take anything from surplus in 1971 to lower the tax levy 
and we planned for a large overlay. The reason for this was the economic 
condition of the Town in the late spring of 1971. Unemployment was at a 
high level, and the B. E. Cole Shoe Co. decided to liquidate. Conditions 
economically are much better as we start the New Year. 


We have a prospective Shoe Company, AAA rated that we hope will 
locate in Norway. Auerback Shoe Company has a stitching room located 
at the airport. They employ about 85 people. 


We have many new houses and mobile homes built and installed in 
1971. Itis hoped that this trend will continue. 


All departments highway, sewer, police and fire department func- 
tioned in their usual capacity and were the recipients of many praises for 
their work well done. 


The Welfare Account showed a large overdraft which was caused by 
the economic conditions in NORWAY. It is hoped that these conditions 
will improve in 1972. 
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EQUIPMENT 


A new Dump Truck was purchased for the highway department and 
we expect delivery of the New Fire Department’s Tank Truck before 
Town meeting. A hydraulic tailgate sander was purchased for the new 
‘dump truck. 


The Property Equalization program is proceeding on schedule. This 
spring notices will be sent to all property owners listing the proposed 
valuation. Public hearings will be held giving the property owners the 
opportunity to appear before the appraiser if they request. 

I wish to thank the Town Employees and citizens for their co- 
operation who have worked to make the past year as rewarding as 
possible.

Mary J. Russell 
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Report of the 
Androscoggin Home Health Services 


In January 1972 the Androscoggin Home Health Services observed its 
fifth anniversary of service to people of the Tri-County area. During these 
years we have provided over 70,000 home care visits to more than 3,000 
patients. While we view these statistics with some pride, we would hasten 
to acknowledge that the agency owes a debt of gratitude to many persons, 
both lay and professional, and to the communities which comprise the 
area for making it possible for us to serve people. Without the help of so 
many, our fifth anniversary would be a bleak affair. 


Community health agencies have a responsibility to continually bring 
the services they offer to the attention of the public as a means to promote 
their appropriate use. At the risk of repeating information which has 
appeared in previous reports to communities, I believe it is important to 
restate some basic information about our services. 


Home health services are primarily designed to meet the needs of 
sick and/ or disabled persons. Frequently, these are people who have 
been hospitalized, but continue to require part-time nursing care on an 
intermittent basis. Not infrequently, the availability of this service 
makes it possible for a patient to leave the hospital sooner than would be 
the case were professional care in the home not available. Referrals to 
the agency may come from any source — spouse, neighbor, friend, etc. — 
but on-going services must be under the direction of the patient’s own 
physician. In addition to nursing, we provide the services of physical 
therapists and health aides, the latter service now being implemented 
throughout the region. 


Patients are able to pay for home health services in a variety of ways 
including Medicare, Medicaid, major medical insurance, and the 
Veterans Administration to name a few. Fees are charged in cases where 
there is no third party payment mechanism, but these are based on a 
sliding fee scale which is designed to take into consideration each 
family’s ability to pay. 


We at “‘Androscoggin”’ are continuously seeking to develop ways to 
bring better services to more people, and we are confident that several 
recent developments will assist us toward this goal in 1972. We are par- 
ticularly pleased to announce at this time that we have most recently 
entered into a one-year pilot project with Associated Hospital Service of 
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Maine (Blue Cross-Blue Shield). As a result, Blue Cross subscribers in 
this service area will be eligible for home health care benefits beginning 
this spring. 

In 1971 we provided fifteen thousand, one hundred twenty-eight visits 
to the entire region. Of this total six hundred eight visits were to residents 
of Norway, with one hundred forty supported, in part, by the town’s 
contribution. The breakdown of visits by service categories was as 
follows: Nursing, 592; home health aide, 14; and physical therapy, 2. 

On behalf of the Board of Directors and staff of the Androscoggin 
Home Health Agency, I want to express appreciation for the continuing 
support of the people of Norway.

Oxford County Mental Health Association? 
Oxford County Mental Health Services? 


Association: A non-profit corporation dedicated to providing local 
assistance to persons and families who face emotional problems. The 
corporation is composed of Oxford County citizens from a broad 
section of the country, as well as many different backgrounds. 
Services: Oxford County Mental Health Services is the name given to 
the clinics at the Rumford Community Hospital and Stephens 
Memorial Hospital. The clinics are sponsored by the Association. 


Need for Services 

1. In the past year, Oxford County Mental Health Services has served 
479 individuals and families. 

2. The suicide rate, which hit an all-time low of one (1) in 1970, is 
currently up to 10 this year. Unemployment and family crises are con- 
sidered by some to be part of the cause. 

3. Oxford County has a severe alcoholism problem with a con- 

| servative estimate of over 2,600 alcoholics. 

4. Oxford County has a large number of aged people suffering from 
aloneness and senility. 

5. Over 80 Oxford County persons were admitted to state institutions 
/ in 1970. 
6. Oxford County had over 120 divorces in 1970 with a large number of 
children involved. This places Oxford County as having one of the highest 
| divorce rates in Maine. Approximately one marriage in three ends in 
divorce. 
7. Oxford County has a high rate of teenage pregnancies with ap- 
_ proximately 50 of every 1,000 births being illegitimate and this does not 
| include those who marry later. 
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8. The American Medical Association has stated that mental illness is 
the Number One Problem in the United States today. 

9. Onein nine Americans is suffering from some emotional or mental 
disturbance. 

10. Over half of all hospital beds are occupied by those suffering some 
form of mental illness.

REPORT OF FINANCE COMMITTEE

ANNUAL BUDGET for J anuary 1, 1972-December 31, 1972 


Beginning with a fund of slightly over $9,000.00 in June of 1971, the 
0.H.A.D.C. closed its books on December 31, 1971, with a cash balance of 
$7,155.69. The ability to hold down expenditures during our first six 
months of operation was closely related to the willingness of many people 
to volunteer substantial amounts of time in organizational and contact 
work. 

We have also received many hours of free time from Mr. McAllister, 
our Executive Director. 

The progress and success during our first six months would indicate 
that we have kept faith with the many people who willingly contributed to 
our initial request for funds. However, as our activities and involvement 
in projects increase, we can see an increasing need for a firm working 
budget, supported by the citizens in the towns that are actively involved 
in our plans. Therefore, the Board of Directors is seeking the support of 
the towns of Norway, Oxford, Paris, and West Paris in providing funds 
for a new budget to covera one-year period from January 1, 1972, through 
December 31, 1972. 

A summary of that budget is attached for your information. 

We believe this to be a fair budget which will provide adequate 
leadership and comprehensive but selective contact work to promote 
economic growth and sound community development. 

The requests to the towns are based on a distribution formula similar 
to that utilized by the school district in assessing school taxes. It was felt 
that this would provide equal individual effort in each town. 

A formal request has been submitted to each town asking them to 
place an article in the 1972 warrant for consideration by the voters at the 
annual town meeting. 

We hope you will all support this proposal in your own community.

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Report of 
Norway Recreation Committee 


The ending of the Norway-Paris Recreation Commission left the 
newly created Norway Recreation Committee with a multitude of 
problems, with three questions to be considered: 


1. How is the equipment and property owned jointly by the town of 
Norway and Paris to be divided? 

2. Is it possible to runa complete recreation program for the youth of 
Norway with part-time help and within the budget limitations established 
at special town meeting? 

3. Is there sufficient time, starting in early April, to organize and 
staff the two major summer programs, swimming and playground? 


All three major questions were attacked together in a series of 
weekly, and often twice-a-week, meetings. Selectman of the town of Paris 
were extremely co-operative in reading an early agreement on jointly- 
owned equipment, and a cash settlement was arranged. The directors 
and administration of SAD 17, who also administered the federally- 
funded STEP program, made possible huge savings in our budget, 
enabling us to return to the town a substantial surplus, while providing a 
complete range of recreational activities for our sons and daughters. And 
lastly, all of the programs started on schedule, with the results detailed 
below. 

A director was hired for each of the major programs. His respon- 
sibilities included selecting, hiring and training staff assistants where 
required, as well as organizing and supervising his entire program, all, of 
course, under the supervision of the committee. This system worked 
extremely well, and provided experienced trained personnel at a 
reasonable cost, for each program. 


SWIMMING 


Members of the Recreation Commission started at once preparing 
for our summer swimming program. This involved getting permission 
from SAD 17 to use the lake property, repairing the bus, checking log 
booms and floats, getting two loads of sand for the beach, having signs 
made and posted, clearing the area of winter litter, arranging for con- 
stant water tests, interviewing and _ hiring personnel, and finally 
registration of children in the town of Norway ; 


. 
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A fee of $5 per child was charged for children from South Paris, 
Hebron, and Oxford. Paris and Hebron registered their children and 
collected the money. Members of the committee were on hand during the 
first days of swimming program to check that all children attending had 
registered, and had parents’ permission to participate. Members of the 
committee also made periodical checks at the area to observe the 
program. 

Morning periods were devoted to swimming instruction, and included 
Jr. and Sr. Lifesaving, Swimmers, Intermediates, and Beginners. Af- 
ternoons, we held Life Guard supervised free swimming, and this year we 
initated a new program--Adult lessons, with good success. Our Swim- 
ming Director was Allen Colley, assisted by Mary Chute, Judy West, 
Debbie Detert, Andrew Arneth, Dana Merrill, and Eben Hobbs. We had 
approximately 250 children involved in the swimming lesson program, 
and, because of ideal weather conditions, countless numbers par- 
ticipating afternoons. 


PLAYGROUND 


Attendance at the summer playground program was the highest 
ever. An imaginative program was prepared and implemented by 
Director Harry Coulombe, with his ever changing staff of assistants. 
Highlight included baseball and games, arts and crafts and field trips. 
The first year’s experience provided a number of valuable lessons, and a 
list of suggestions for an improved 1972 program is being studied by the 
committee. 


NORWAY RECREATION CENTER 

The recreation center reopened in July on a part time basis: Mon- 
days, Wednesdays, and Saturdays from 7:00-10:00. Several dances were 
held during the past months since the opening of school, the center has 
been open Mondays and Wednesdays from 7:00 - 10:00. Recreational 
activities available are Volleyball, Pingpong, shuffleboard, and pool. 
Attendance is consistently between 25-40 persons. 

Special note should be made of the dances, all of which were planned 
and organized by the youths themselves under the supervision of Center 
Director Steve Higgins. 

It was required by the Committee that all dances be entirely self- 
supporting, as well as being properly supervised and chaperoned. A 
committee of students was organized, and upon completion of the year’s 
program, was able to return a modest profit from admissions and sale of 
soft drinks, to the town treasury. 

The committee would like to express its appreciation to the Trustees 
of the Norway Opera House for their co-operation in again making the 
recreation center available. 
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MOVIE PROGRAM 


The Norway Recreation Committee Film Program began on July 10, 
1971 witha ten week series of free feature length film programs provided 
through the courtesy of WMTW-TV. These were shown in cooperation 
with SAD 17, at the Norway Elementary Complex gym at 9:30 a. m. At- 
tendance varied from 45 to 75 youngsters at each screening. 

The Fall-Winter Film Program began with a 12 week series of feature 
films on September 25. These were screened at 2 p. m. every Saturday 
afternoon at the Norway Firemen’s Hall. During Christmas vacation, 
permission to use the Norway Elementary Complex gym was obtained 
from SAD 17. The Film Program resumed there on January 8 at 10 a. m. 
Attendance at the Film Program has averaged 80 youngsters. 

Films are chosen for their initial appeal and interest to children. A 12 
chapter serial is included in every series of bookings; there is no rental 
charge for the serials. 

An admission fee of 25 cents is charged to help defray film rental 
costs. However, no child is ever refused admission to the film program 
for lack of funds. All funds from the film program are turned over to Mrs. 
Jeannine Dale, bookkeeper, to be deposited under Norway Recreation 
Committee accounts. 

It is estimated that nearly two thousand youngsters have attended 
the Film Programs. The committee would like to thank WMTW-TV, SAD 
17, the Norway Fire Department Association and C. Loren Gardner for 
their contribution in community service. And to the children attending 
the film programs, a special thank you for allowing us to share the fun of 
make-believe on the screen. 


WINTER PROGRAM - SKIING AND SKATING 

The ski area has not yet operated this year. A lack of a good snow 
cover has prevented operations before winter vacation, and the discovery 
of unforeseen complications with insurance for the tow makes the future 
of recreational skiing uncertain at this time. The committee will continue 
to research the problem. 

The lack of snow which hampered skiing has made for excellent 
Skating. The skating rink, newly located on Orchard St. across from the 


ski tow has attracted crowds of youngsters both during the day and early 
evening hours. 


BASKETBALL 


This program, operated in cooperation with SAD 17, is again one of 
our best attended. A morning program for younger children keeps the 


Annual Report 4] 


gym and supervisors busy from 8-12 every Saturday morning. Af- 
ternoons, a league of high schoolers occupy the courts. 

The financial operations of the committee are detailed elsewhere in 
the Town Report. The proposed budget for 1972 includes a request for the 
establishment of a capital fund, to be used in some future year to enhance 
recreational opportunities in Norway. No specific purpose is planned for 
this money at this time. Suggestions have included enlarging local beach 
facilities, a community center, and other large scale projects. The 
committee urges you to accept this proposal so that the town will be 
prepared to act advantageously in the event of an unforeseen op- 
portunity.

Maine Revised Statutes, Annotated Title 36-Sec. 654-4 


An Act Relating to Exemptions 
From Taxation of Veterans 


“Sub-Section III. The polls and estate of all persons who by reason of 
age, infirmity or poverty are in the judgment of the assessors unable to 
contribute toward the public charges; the estate up to the value of $3,500 
of all persons determined to be blind within the definition provided by 
sections 298 to 318, inclusive of chapter 25, who are receiving aid under 
the provisions of said sections; but no property conveyed to any persons 
for the purpose of obtaining exemption from taxation under this sub- 
section shall be so exempt, and the obtaining of such exemption by means 
of fraudulent conveyance shall be punished by a fine of not less than $100 
and not more than two times the amount of the taxes evaded by such 
fraudulent conveyance, whichever amount is greater; and in case any 
person entitled to such exemption has property taxable in more than one 
city or town of the state, such proportion of such total exemption shall be 
made in each city or town, as the value of the property taxable in such 
city or town bears to the value of the whole of the property of such person 
taxable in the state.’’ (1961 Chapter 59, Sec. 2.) 


“The polls of all soldiers, sailors and marines who served in the army 
or navy of the United States in the Philippine Insurrection or any 
federally recognized war period prior thereto, or who receive state 
pension; the polls of all soldiers, sailors or marines who served in World 
Wars I or II or the Korean Campaign who are receiving pension or 
retirement pay or compensation or vocational training from the United 
States government on account of disability incurred in or aggravated by 
service in said wars; and in the estates up to the value of $3,500 of 
veterans who served in the armed forces of the United States during any 
federally recognized war period, including the Korean campaign, who 
were honorably discharged or honorably separated and retired to the 
reserve, when they shall have reached the age of 62 years or are receiving 
any form of pension or compensation from the United States Government 
for total disability, service connected or non-service connected, as a 
veteran; and the estates up to the value of $3,500 of the unremarried 
widow or minor child of any veteran who would be entitled to such 
exemption if living, or who is in receipt of a pension or compensation 
from the federal government as the widow or minor child of a veteran: 
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provided, however, that no person shall qualify for such exemption unless 

the veteran upon whose record the exemption is claimed was a legal 

resident of this state when he entered the military service of the United, 
States or unless such veteran or his widow has been a legal resident of 
this state for at least 10 years prior to making the claim for exemption; 

and provided further that any person hereinbefore enumerated who 
desires to secure this exemption shall file written proof of entitlement on 
or before the first day of April with the assessors of the town in which he 

resides, whereupon the assessors shall grant such exemption to such 
person while so qualified or until notified of reason or desire for discon- 

tinuance; but no property conveyed to any person for the purpose of 
obtaining exemption from taxation under the subsection shall be so 

exempt, and the obtaining of such exemption by means of fraudulent 
conveyance shall be punished by a fine of not less than $100 and not more 

than two times the amount of the taxes evaded by such fraudulent con- 
veyance whichever amount is greater; and in case any person entitled to 

such exemption has property taxable in more than one city or town of the 

state, such proportion of such total exemption shall be made in each city 

or town, as the value of the property taxable in such city or town bears to 

the value of the whole of the property of such persons taxable in the state.

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Report of Town Manager 


The fiscal year 1972 has been one of growth for the town of Norway. 
This is the year that we saw a new shoe factory constructed, an addition 
to Norway National Bank, demolition and construction of a section of 
Oxford Hills Publishing Co. and other businesses being established or 
built plus several new homes constructed. 


Federal Revenue Sharing has become a reality. The Town received a 
sum of $56,129.00 for fiscal year 1972 and it is the suggestion of the Town 
Manager, Board of Selectmen and Budget Committee that this money be 
used primarily for tax reduction. We are, therefore, recommending an 
expenditure for the Highway and Police Departments and the em- 
ployment of a qualified assessor and other assessing expenses. The full- 
time assessor came about as the results of the Annual Town Meeting of 
1972 at which time it was approved to employ the services of a full time 
assessor starting March, 1973. 


A new sewer line has been placed from a point on Main Street via 
Danforth, Beal and Cottage Streets to the new Miller Shoe Factory. This 
project also required a pumping station that has been constructed on 
Cottage Street near the entrance to the factory. Due to cold weather, 
setting in the road surface and grading has been scheduled for completion 
this spring. Financing for the project was divided three ways, ap- 
proximately 50% as a grant through the Office of Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration, United States Government, approximately 35% the town of 
Norway and the balance of approximately 15% from Miller Shoe Co. 


A new Caterpillar Loader was purchased during the year for use by 
the Highway Department. Recently a snowplow and wing was added to 
this piece of equipment making a much more versatile tool. 


The Property Equalization Program was completed on schedule. The 
results of this program showed an increase in assessed values of more 
than $16,500,000.00 and a decrease in the tax rate from $63.00 per thousand 
of assessed value to $28.00 per thousand of assessed value. 


My observance of Norway is one of a great town and has proven this 
by the past accomplishments. Let us in the future meet our commitments 
with the same vigor and enthusiasm as in the past.

During the year the commission met with the Norway Planning 
Board chairman and a Kiwanis representative to keep informed of their 
projects. 

The Conservation Commission is required by the state to index the 
land in Norway. Application has been made to the Ford Foundation for 
$750.00 in available funds providing the town will appropriate $200. This 
project will involve two students for the summer, fulfill the state 
requirement and provide valuable information for the planning board 
and residents.

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Report of the 
Androscoggin Home Health Services 


In 1972 the Androscoggin Home Health Services had its most active 
year ever serving residents of the Androscoggin-Franklin-Oxford County 
region. Nearly 40,000 nursing, physical therapy, speech therapy, health 
aide and homemaker visits were provided to more than 1,600 patient- 
s/clients, an increase of 61% over 1971. 

While services were distributed over all age groups, our special 
emphasis has continued to be serving the elderly population. Our primary 
goal is to enhance the potential for people to remain in their homes—to 
retain and/or maintain their independence. 


Speaking of independence, a major factor contributing to the in- 
creased service capacity noted above was our participation in the Maine 
Department of Health and Welfare sponsored Project Independence, this 
area’s special program designed to improve services to senior citizens. 
Through Project Independence the Androscoggin Home Health Services 
was able to utilize a large portion of its municipal donations to obtain 
matching federal funds, thus tripling the impact of the community-raised 
dollars. 

Also with the assistance of Project Independence, the A.H.H.S. 
provided a series of health screening clinies for senior citizens during 
April, May and June. Some 1,000 persons participated in these clinics, 
with 204 being identified as needing followup examinations. Our goal was 
early detection of health problems; followup investigation indicated a 
significant number of participants discovered previously unknown health 
problems, many of which could be effectively controlled through medical 
attention. 


In the Town of Norway the A.H.H.S. provided home care services to — 
sixty-six patients and their families. Collectively these people received 
one thousand, two hundred ninety-five visits in categories as follows: — 
nursing, 600; physical therapy, 2; home health aide, 165; homemaker, ~ 


028.

During the first seven months of 1972 the librarian was Mrs. William 
Dallinger of Center Lovell. 

Activities under her direction included a series of children’s story 
hours held every other week during March, April, and May. The children 
from the Head Start program were guests at one of the programs. 

With library trustee Mrs. Gary Somers, Mrs. Dallinger attended a 
regional meeting on March 21 in Lewiston, to learn about library services 
to the handicapped. 

Mrs. Dallinger was obliged to resign in the summer for reasons of 
health, and the changeover to a new librarian took place at the end of 
July, in the middle of our busy season. There was much less interruption 
to library services than might have been expected owing to the capable 
presence of library assistants Mary Dionne and Dana DeCato. 

Miss Dionne left for college in September, and is greatly missed by 
library patrons who had grown to know her over the past four years. Mrs. 
DeCato is still with us, however, and her efficient work and pleasant 
manner add much to the welcoming atmosphere of the library. 

Regional meetings held by the Maine State Library have given me an 
opportunity to meet other area librarians, to examine many new books, 
and to ask questions of the experts. I have attended two such meetings, 
one with Mrs. Dallinger before she left. 

Two special children’s story hours were held in November and 
December, put on by Susan Morse, a Special Education teacher at the 
elementary school complex. One class of children from the Special 
Education division visited the library in December with their teacher, 
Mrs. Van Nest. 

Two changes in library procedure have been made: the re- 
introduction after a lapse of several years of seven-day books, and the 
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reduction of the fine on overdue juvenile books from five cents a day to 
two cents. 

The library received many donations of books in 1972, including two 
large collections from summer residents. We have sold many of these, 
and added others to our permanent collection, being able in this way to 
replace many worn volumes.

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Oxford County 
Mental Health Services Report 


Dear Selectman (Town Manager): 


The purpose of this letter is to respectfully request that an article be 
placed in your town warrant asking for support of the Oxford County 
Mental Health Program, using a base of $.70 per capita. It should be noted 
that, as in the last two years, no additional funding has been requested 
although it has been possible to increase services over the year. Your 
financial support is very important to us as it is your local dollars that 
allow us to bring federal and state matching money into Oxford County. 
At the present time, we are able to use your money as one-fifth of a 


$150,000 program to serve the community. Without your money, much of 


the rest would not be available to the county. 


This year, the Oxford County Mental Health Program joined the 
services in Androscoggin and Franklin Counties to form the Tri-County 
Mental Health Services system which makes available comprehensive 
services that no one county clinic could finance alone. Oxford County 
retains its financial and program independence, however, as this is the 
most effective way of assuring that the people of your community get 
specifically the kind of service they require. 


This year has seen a growth in staff and services of the Clinic. Since 
July, the available staff positions have been increased to twelve from 
seven, and between 650 and 700 citizens of Oxford County have received 
our help—an increase of over 200 from 1971. Even larger numbers of 
people have been affected by consultation and educational programs. The 
Clinic remains a non-profit corporation dedicated to providing local 
assistance to persons and families who face emotional problems. 


Services vary with individual needs. The staff of psychiatric social 
workers, psychiatric nurse, psychologists and psychiatrists work 
together to help a wide variety of persons with the goal of keeping 
families together, preventing state hospital commitment, getting people 
back to work and functioning and working with the community and 
helping agencies to help those in need who require a number of services. 
Those that we see include children who cannot learn or are disruptive at 
home or in the school, teenagers who look to drugs, sex, acting out 
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behavior as answers to their problems, young married couples who 
cannot adjust to each other, the woman whose ‘‘nerves” make her a 
burden to those around her, those to whom alcohol has become a problem, 
older people who cannot think clearly, the severely depressed person who 
feels he has nothing to live for and contemplates suicide, the individual 
who is under great pressure from bills, family and job, who begins to see 
and hear things which others do not, and families who live in the same 
house but not together and for whom nothing ever seems to turn out right. 
All of us know these people and want to help them and see that there are 
resources available to help them. 


The money your town appropriates is for these people. No one town 
could provide for the emotionally troubled citizen. Together, every town 
participating can help. A fee is charged for those who are able to pay, 
based on what he can pay rather than a set charge. No one is refused 
because of inability to pay, and your appropriation covers some of the 
cost of those who cannot pay. The contribution these people may make 
when they are helped to function rather than be dependent on the town 
may help to affect even this cost. 


It is hoped that this brief discussion will clarify questions you might 
have about mental health services in Oxford County. We need and want 
your support and will be glad at any time to explain what we are doing 
and to accept your suggestions as to how we could be doing it better. 
Almost all of the towns in the county have supported us financially, and 
this support is greatly appreciated. 


We look forward to your continued interest.

This fall Insurance Underwriters were here to reclassify our town. 


All trucks were given the Underwriters test which included pumping — 
their capacity in volume and in pressure. All trucks passed these tests — 
easily with exception of Engine One which barely passed the 70% — 


capacity test. 


Our other equipment was rated satisfactory with exception of the — 


alarm systems. This alarm system is twenty years old and has been hit 


by lightning and high voltage lines on many occasions, thereby ~ 


weakening relays and contacts. I suggest that we look into a Radio 


Frequency System that will cover a twenty-five mile radius thus enabling ~ 


us to have boxes at Nobles Corner, Frost Corner, Norway Center, and in 


areas of the lakes for the many cottages. This is a wireless system which ~ 


sounds over the air horns when a street box is pulled similar to our 
present alarm. 
At this time, no official word has been received from the Un- 
derwriters as to our new rating.

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Report of Norway Recreation Committee 
1972 


The Norway Recreation Commission met on a weekly and bi-weekly 
basis throughout the year to plan programs, discuss projects and prepare 
for activities ahead. 

The Swimming Program, under the direction of Alan S. Colley, was 
most successful with some 250 youngsters involved in swimming lessons. 
South Paris children in the program were subsidized by that town. Af- 
ternoon swimming was well attended throughout the summer. Members 
of the Commission made periodic checks to the swimming area. 


Due to the sale of the Firemen’s land on Cottage Street, the 
Playground Program was held at the Norway Elementary Complex. The 
well attended program included baseball, games, arts and crafts, indoor 
athletics and bike hikes. Plans for a new Norway Recreation Playground 
are being studied by the Commission. A Playground Program will be held 
this summer. 


The Norway Recreation Center has been open from 7 to 10 p.m. on 
Monday, Wednesday and Saturday under the direction of Lawrence 
Cousins. Recreational activities include ping pong, pool, shuffleboard and 
volleyball. Several dances were held during the summer months. 


The Movie Program, operated on a volunteer basis, has run on the 
schedule of the school year. Films are screened every Saturday morning 
at the Norway Elementary Complex gym at 10 a.m. An admission of 25- 
cents is charged to help defray film rental costs. All funds from ad- 
missions are turned over to Mrs. Jeannine Dale, bookkeeper, to be 
deposited to the Norway Recreation account. Approximately 1400 
youngsters have enjoyed the movie program from January to December. 
Films were not shown during the summer months. 


A skating program has been in effect this winter. Complications over 
insurance of the ski area have compelled the Commission to study the 
program further with an eye to next year. 


The basketball program is again one of the best attended 
projects. This is held at the Oxford Hills High School gym on Saturday 
mornings for elementary children. 


The Norway Recreation Commission would like to thank School 
Administrative District 17, the Advertiser-Democrat, the Lewiston Daily 
Sun-Journal, WNWY-FM, W K T Q and the Norway Opera House Trustees 
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for their cooperation in making the individual programs so successful.

The current planning board was appointed following town meeting in 
1972. This board has met generally twice each month since that time. | 


The board has reviewed and approved, or approved with conditions, 
six land sub-divisions within the town. 

A large number of requests for electric service and water service was 
also approved. 

Considerable study was given to the possibilities of a building code 
with the intent to present this when fully developed and refined. 


Much effort has been expended by the board on familiarizing itself 
with existing laws and authorizing legislation on sub-divisions, shoreland 
zoning, burning dumps, and other applicable legislation. 


The board adopted the York County Regional Planning Commission’s 
Sub-Division Ordinance as guidelines to review sub-divisions. 


The board has had considerable assistance from Paul Bracciotti, 
Community Development Specialist, U. of M. Extension Service, and 
Richard Babcock, Soil Scientist, Soil Conservation Service. 


The highest priority for 1973 appears to be a comprehensive plan for 
the town with special emphasis on the shoreland zoning issue.

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Report of Town Manager 


Fiscal year 1973 showed the completion of projects started in 1972. As 
a result of this a replacement of the traveled surface was applied to 
Danforth, a portion of Beal and Cottage Streets using a hot top mix. 


Also, new hot top sidewalks and curbing was placed in the areas of 
construction on Danforth and Beal Streets. Other streets were also im- 
proved by use of a hot top mix over an existing surface. By use of hot top, 
initial costs exceed the tarring method, however, smoothness of surface, 
as well as wearing ability and other factors contributing to the longevity 
of this material, save dollars in the end result. 


Loaming, seeding, and general land scaping was completed at the 
Miller Shoes plant as planned. Improving the appearance of this in- 
dustrial area. 


The bridge on Horne Street was repaired by stripping off the old 
wooden travel surface and replacing it with steel planking and a hot top 
surface. Barring any unforseen circumstances this should last in excess 
of twenty-five years. 


North Pond dam, which continued to plague us with a leaking 
problem, was repaired in the fall. The compacted earthen dam approach 
was used in alleviating this problem. 


The above is an attempt to bring to your attention a few of the 
highlights of the past years activities of our town. 


It was a good year for the Town of Norway financially, taxes were 
decreased by four and one half mills, and year ending figures show a 
healthy surplus. Because of fast changes that come about at the State and 
Federal level, that often bring about situations that are beyond our 
control, it becomes most difficult to predict the future. However, all in- 
dications are at this time 1974 should not show any appreciable increase 
in taxation in our Town.

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Androscoggin Health Services, Inc 


At no time in our recent history have we experienced a year so filled 
with uncertainties, suprises, and crises with such grave implications for 
the future stability of American Life. Organizations, like individuals, 
have not been immune to the events of 1973 and this, of course, includes 
the Androscoggin Home Health Services. 

Despite the upheavals, economic and otherwise, of the recently 
concluded year, we at the A.H.H.S. believe that our services to the ‘“‘Tri- 
County” public were strengthened during the year, and view 1974 with 
guarded optisism in terms of our ability to continue to improve and ex- 
pand our service offerings. 

During the first eleven months of 1973 our home health care program 
served some 1,350 individual patients in the region, obviously impacting 
quite directly on the lives of countless others related in one way or 
another to these patients. Home care consists of such services as nursing, 
physical therapy, homemaking, and home health aide care, provided 
individually or in various combinations to sick patients in their own 
homes. Collectively, over 30,000 units (visits) of these services were 
provided. For many of these 1,350 patients, the fact that home care was 
available meant shorter hospital stays; for others, it meant being at 
home rather than in a nursing or boarding home facility. 

In addition to the home care program we provided a variety of senior 
citizen health clinics throughout the year. These consisted ofa general 
health screening program, flu shot clinics in some communities, and a 
region-wide glaucoma screening clinic, all co-sponsored by Project In- 
dependence and administered on a no-charge basis. Results of the 
screening clinics were quite remarkable in terms of the large number of 
physical problems. One can only speculate on the potential amount of 
future health care expenditures saved for those who prevented a health 
crisis through éarly detection of a disease. 

Early in 1973 the agency assumed a new role of major significance. 
Under contract to the Maine Department of Health and Welfare, we are 
now responsible for assuring that 6,000 children eligible for Medicaid 
benefits in Androscoggin and Oxford counties receive periodic health 
assessments. This is a nationwide program with emphasis on prevention 
of medical problems, rather than on the more costly practice of crisis 
intervention. 

In Norway our staff provided 1,436 home care visits to 68 patients in 
1973, excluding December. Visits by type and volume include nursing, 
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632; physical therapy, 5; home care aide, 255; and homemaker, 544. In 
addition, 61 senior citizens took part in our health screening, glaucoma 
detection and flu shot clinics. 

Support received from Norway, which made possible a significant 
portion of these services, is greatly appreciated.

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Report of Planning Board 


TO THE SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS OF NORWAY : 

During 1973 the Board carried on the work undertaken the previous 
year, as directed by State law and the Selectmen. Meetings have been 
held with regularity, a minimum of two each month. Several informal 
hearings have been held as well as the formal hearings which preceed the 
Special Town meeting on Nov. 6. At that time the Town voted to adopt a 
Building Code which had been developed by the Board. 

Members have attended hearings at Augusta and have conferred 
with the Town’s Counsel regarding the Building Code. We have also 
conferred with the State and Regional Planning Offices and participated 
in workshops concerning Shoreland Zoning and Soils Suitability. 
Numerous site investigations have been made and the Board has also 
been instrumental in abating several nuisances created by improper 
sewage disposal. A Number of people have been assisted, informally, in 
the preparation of their Sub-Division Plans. 

The Board approved, or approved with conditions, plans for six land 
Sub-Divisions and approximately forty applications for Water, Sewer or 
Electrical Connection. 

The Board of Selectmen has formally instructed the Planning Board 
to prepare a Shoreland Zoning Ordinances as required by State Law. The 
deadline for it’s adoption has been extended to June 30, 1974. Work is 
proceeding on this as well as the Comprehensive Plan. It is the intention 
of the Board to present these for enactment by the Town before the 
deadline. In this work the Board intends to seek a great deal of help and to 
obtain a consensus of opinion from the Towns’ people. 

During the year, two members Robert Richardson and John Waite 
found it necessary to resign. The Selectmen appointed William Meserve 
and Thomas Alling as regular members of the Board. 

The Board has had a great deal of help by Specialists from the Ex- 
tension Service, the State and Regional Planning Offices and Soil Con- 
servation Service. We also want to take this opportunity to acknowledge 
and thank the Town’s people for their financial support and the Selectmen 
and the Town Manager for their support and assistance.

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Letter of Transmittal 
To The Citizens of Norway: 


The enclosed report is a summary of work completed and financial status of 
the Town for 1974. The following are some of the projects completed during that 
period. 

A full time Tax Assessor has been hired which will create more equalized 
property assessments, helps the Town to become a single assessment district, 
and generally gives the Town the opportunity to offer its citizens better service. 

The Highway Department reconstructed Sodom Road, constructed the ex- 
tension on Stevens Avenue, erected a new bridge on Sodom Road, and installed 
a new heating system in the Highway Garage. A hot bituminous mix was placed 
on Orchard Street, Bridge Street, Water Street, Greenleaf Avenue, Pleasant 
Street, Green Street and a portion of Beal Street. 

Along with regular maintenance work on the sewerage system interceptors, 
pumping stations and treatment facilities, an extension of the Stevens Avenue 
sewer was constructed, pumping stations painted and repair work to the aeria- 
tion system at the sewerage treatment lagoons was completed. 

As the Town is fortunate to have many competent employees who ac- 
complish this work, I would like to take this opportunity to thank each of them 
and the Board of Selectmen for their efforts.

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Androscoggin Home Health Services, Inc. 


In Maine, as around the nation, there is a growing awareness of the important 
role of community health services within the health care system. The experience 
of the Androscoggin Home Health Services during 1974 strongly supports this 
view; demand for services has not been equalled during our eight years of oper- 
ation, and expectations of the community have never been higher. 


During the year 1,443 ‘“‘Tri-County”’ patients—and their families—received home 
care services. These consisted of skilled nursing care, physical, speech and occu- 
pational therapy, and homemaker/home health aide services, delivered either 
singly or in some combinaion. A total of 31,147 such visits were provided through 
the end of November. 


Each year since our inception we have asked the towns and cities in the service 
region to help support the home care program. This effort is undertaken to en- 
sure, to the extent it is possible to do so, that home care will be available to all 
persons requiring it. Despite the fact that many patients have partial or complete 
insurance coverage, hundreds are not insured. Many of these are struggling 
to get by on limited or fixed incomes. The contributions received of local com- 
munities—in 1974 from all but one town—make it possible for us to provide care 
at reduced charge or no charge to many patients. In a day and age when the bur- 
den of financing health care is being increasingly assumed by citizens through 
federal, state and local taxation, we believe that those programs, such as home 
care, which offer the most economical health care alternatives represent a sav- 
ings to the taxpayer. Illustrative of this is the fact that many patients cared for 
in the home—who are not supported by State welfare—become eligible for State 
support once admitted to a nursing home. Obviously the relatively high cost of 
nursing home care, justifiable as it is, is beyond the reach of most Maine citizens. 


There were 70 Norway residents who received home care services during 1974, 
excluding the month of December. These patients received a total of 1,476 home 
visits. By type and volume these consisted of nursing, 597; physical therapy, 6; 
home health aide, 329; and homemaker, 544. In addition, 16 senior citizens and 33 
children received health screenings. 54 senior citizens were served in the flu 
clinic held this fall. 


I wish to take this opportunity to express appreciation for the support given this 
organization by Norway citizens and public officials during the year.

The library was open 299 days in 1974; closed 52 Sundays, nine holidays, 
two days for bad weather and two days because of failure of the heating plant. 
On December 31, the library was also closed so that a book count could be taken: 
the findings are at the beginning of this report. 


Activities at the library included several visits by elementary school classes 
and a summer reading program for the children. The Neighborhood Youth Corps 
has also been using our meeting room once a week for a tutoring session. A book 
sale was held in July, at the same time as the sidewalk art show. 
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Some re-organizing has been going on and more is scheduled for 1975. We 
have established a separate card catalog for the children, which is a convenience 
for them and leaves much-needed space in the adult catalog. Acting on advice 
from a State Library consultant, Miss Ruth Bailey, we have also discarded a 
great many old books and periodicals, to make a better arrangement of our ma- 
terials possible. 

In keeping with current good library practice, we have adopted a written 
book-selection policy. 

In October, the library sponsored a meeting for all those in the area inter- 
ested in forming a historical society. This meeting was very well attended, as 
subsequent meetings have been, and we are very glad to see the Norway His- 
torical Society making such a good beginning. 

The current interest in things of the past is reflected in two special gifts that 
were received by the library in 1974. One is a collection of antique household 
items and books, formerly used in Norway homes, from Mrs. Helene S. Andresen 
of Glastonbury, Connecticut. Mr. Ronald G. Whitney of Springfield, Massa- 
chusetts, gave us a collection of watercolor paintings, photographs, jewelry, and 
also a poetry scrapbook, which belonged to Zilpha Anne Plummer of Norway 
and South Paris. These are of special interest to local people because of Mrs. 
Plummer’s connection with C.A. Stephens.

Report of Planning Board 


To the Town Manager, Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of Norway: 

The year just passed has been one of slow but steady progress by the Board. 
Our main concern has been the preparation of a Shore Land Zoning Ordinance 
in compliance with the Selectman’s directive of Aug. 22, 1973. An Ordinance had 
been prepared for presentation to the Town before the deadline of July 1, 1974. 
However, due to expressed concern in some areas the proposal was not presented 
to the voters. Norway is one of many Towns which has had the State Guidelines 
imposed. This creates a moratorium on all building or development within 250 
ft. of certain specified shores. The Board has now nearly completed its re-eval- 
uation of all affected Shore-Land and will shortly submit a proposal to the Town. 

The firm of Wright, Pierce, Barnes and Wyman was retained by the Select- 


men, in June, in accordance with an Article in the 1974 Warrant. Since that time 


Ee rrcmrmreerorrmh rr 
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the Board has been working with their representatives in the matter of re- 
vitalizing the down-town area. This is an interesting and worthwhile project and 
it is hoped that more people will become involved as the planning progresses. 

During the year the Board authorized the issuing of six non-residential Build- 
ing Permits and approved four Sub-Divisions. The Board also distributed Copies 
of the Building Code to Contractors and Builders in the area. These booklets 
are also available at the Town Office. 

In closing the Board would like to encourage greater participation by the 
public. We meet regularly on the First and Third Tuesdays of each month at the 
Office. Your attendance and comments would be welcomed.

REPORT OF PLANNING BOARD 


To the Town Manager, Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Norway: 

During the first part of 1975 the Board continued with preparation of the 
Shoreland Ordinance, as directed by the Board of Selectmen in 1973. After several 
informal hearings a statutory hearing was held on July 17th. And the Ordinance 
was presented to a Special Town Meeting on July 30, 1975, at which time it was 
accepted. The State imposed Ordinance was repealed on August 28th, except for a 
portion of Sand Pond. After interceding with the State Planning Office, the State 
‘Ordinance in this area was also repealed. This action thereby leaves the Town 
adopted Ordinance in effect. 

After the final acceptance of the Shoreland Zoning Ordinance, the Board voted 
to have it printed so that it would be readily available to the Townspeople or other 
interested parties. This has been accomplished and an attractive pamphlet, witha 
color coded map, is now available. 

_ The firm of Wright, Pierce and Barnes has worked closely with this Board 
during the performance of their contract with the Town to develop a plan for the 
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Revitalization of the down-town area. This was completed and presented to the 
Board of Selectmen, the Planning Board and a citizens committee on May 14th. 
This plan has not yet been implemented buta great deal of the information which it 
contains will be incorporated in the Comprehensive Plan which the Board is 
working on at the present. 

During the year the Board has met jointly with the Board of Selectmen; the 
South Paris Planning Board; Representatives from the U.S. Soil Conservation 
Service; Wright, Pierce and Barnes and the Androscoggin Valley Regional 
Planning Commission. The Board has also held several hearings, informal as well 
as Statutory, reviewed and accepted five land Sub-divisions, authorized ten non- 
residential Building Permits and one permit to allow a Power line to cross a 
Shoreland Zoning District. 

During 1975, one member of the Board resigned. The Selectmen appointed two 
new members which brings the current membership to five regular and one 
associate members. 

In closing, we want to thank the Town Manager, the Board of Selectmen, the 
Building Inspector and the Town Office Staff for their help during the year.

RUSSELL'S AMBULANCE SERVICE 


From a period commencing January 1, 1975 through December 31, 1975 
Russell’s Ambulance & Air Service of Norway responded to and handled a total of 
347 (three hundred-forty seven) calls originating in Norway. 120 (one hundred- 
twenty) calls were of an emergency nature and 227 (two hundred-twenty seven) 
were of a nonemergency nature.

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CIVIL EMERGENCY PREPAREDNESS 


Civil Emergency preparedness has been busy in 1975. Several things have 
been accomplished in training and equipment to assist the town officers and the 
citizens of Norway in planning for an emergency. 

Because of the sale of the opera house block, it was necessary to move the 
C.E.P. headquarters. With the cooporation of town manager, Todd, and fire chief, 
Butters, a room in the basement of the fire station was obtained. This will assist 
coordination of all town agencies in an emergency. A considerable amount of work 
is necessary to make room for radio equipment, maps, and office equipment. 

Mr. Abbot attended a state C.E.P. sponsored seminar for directors on 14-15 
March. Norway was also represented at the annual emergency operations 
simulation at the Oxford County Courthouse on Sept. 27 by Mr. Abbot and Mr. 
Linwood Cummings, radio chief. 

Through the efforts of your director and Mr. Ben Twitchell, county director, 
the Norway Water District has acquired a 150KW mobile generator for additional 
power and a 2 way, high band radio for reporting and dispatching. 

The federal government has sent checks totaling $129.07 to the town as mat- 
ching funds for C.E.P. participation and qualification. Only seven Oxford County 
towns qualify for this funding. 

$1,430.87 has been presented to the town of Norway for flood disaster funds in 
1975. CEP administers disaster funding in the State of Maine. 

Mr. Abbot's plans for 1976 include enlarging his volunteer staff, training, and 
obtaining radio equipment to coordinate the town of Norway with other towns and 
the county headquarters. This high band radio net is monitored by the Oxford 
County Sheriff Dept. and County CEP headquarters to give assistance to fire 
departments and town officials in emergencies and day to day, routine business. 

Mr. Abbot wishes to thank the town officials and citizens of Norway for the 
coorporation received in 1975.

ANDROSCOGGIN HOME HEALTH SERVICES, INC. 


In 1975 the Androscoggin Home Health Services, Inc. provided more services 
to Tri-County residents than in any year during the past decade. In all, more than 
8,000 people—nearly 5% of the population—were directly served by one of our 
programs. 

While the A.H.H.S. has always maintained a commitment to the development 
of new and improved services, no new programs were offered in 1975. Partly 
because of the troubled economy, we have placed our highest priority on assuring 
the maintenance of current services and achieving the highest level of ef- 
fectiveness and efficiency possible. 

Services fall into two categories—prevention and treatment. On the prevention 
side, 1,969 flu shots were provided to senior citizens during the fall. During the 
spring and fall, 1,100 senior citizens participated in the health screening clinics 
which have been cooperatively sponsored by the A.H.H.S. and Project In- 
dependence since 1971. The success of these clinics—screenings and flu Shots—is 
attributable largely to the boundless enthusiasm of the senior citizens.

Our health screening program for children, limited to Medicaid—eligible 
children in Androscoggin and Oxford counties, provided physical screenings to 950 
children during the year; an additional 3,500 were contacted and, where 
necessary, referred to area doctors. This program is carried out by the A.H.H.S. 
under contract to the Department of Human Services. 

Home care services—39,449 visits in all—were provided to 1,656 patients and 
clients during 1975. This represents slightly more than a 16% increase over the 
previous year. One of our greatest challenges is keeping pace with this rising 
demand for home health care and homemaker services. 

There were 80 Norway residents who received home care services during 1975. 
These patients received a total of 1672 home visits. By type and volume visits 
consisted of nursing, 606; physical therapy, 8; home health aide, 412; and 
homemaker, 646. In addition, 26 senior citizens received health screenings and 48 
received flu shots. 

We gratefully acknowledge the support of the Norway community in 1975.

The Head Start 
program continued to serve pre-school children from low-income families and has 
worked to establish three permanent Head Start centers in Norway, West Bethel, 
and Lovell. 

O0.C.E.0.C. has become involved this year in two areas which will be very 
important in the future: Energy and Manpower. In Energy, we have submitted a 
request for funding a demonstration project for low-income housing using alter- 
native sources of power. We are also sponsoring an Energy Conservation program. 
In Manpower, we continue to offer an employment counseling service. This agency 
sponsored a summer work program for mere than 200 Oxford County young 
people. This year we anticipate developing a wide range of programs to help put 
people to work. 

Norway is served from our office in South Paris by Outreach Worker Patricia 
Allen. The agency number in South Paris is 743-5931. In 1975 0.C.E.0.C. expended 
$35,543.21 serving 415 people in your community. We look forward to serving more 
people in Norway in 1976.

Attendance at the library, and consequently our circulation, increased 
noticeably in 1975. This increase is also, unfortunately, reflected in a correspon- 
ding increase in losses. However, losses are well within acceptable limits: .2% of 
our circulation, or .4% of our total holdings. 

Although this was not a year of big changes, the library has had its leaking roof 
repaired and some exterior painting done. Inside, a new work table has been in- 
stalled in the office, and an informal reading area arranged for the children, witha 
low table, rug, floor cushions and small stools, as well as an enlarged study space 
for younger students. 

In September, Earl Pierce and Harry Walker of the Norway Historical Society 
set up an exhibit of photographs and paintings by Minnie Libby. This proved to be 
so popular that they left it for two weeks instead of the one week they originally 
planned. 

The Historical Society has met in the library every month during 1975. In 
addition, these other outside groups have visited or made use of our facilities: The 
Neighborhood Youth Corps held tutoring sessions during the late winter, spring, 
and summer. During the summer, the young people conducting the program for 
retarded adults brought them in once or twice a week. We have had visits from two 
Special Education classes, a nursery school class, two groups of Cub Scouts, and 
the Brownies of Troop 556, who decorated the library for Christmas. 

Mrs. Gloria Bonney has been our library assistant this year. Miss Suzanne 
Budzian, our student aide for three years, left for college in September; her place 
has been taken by Miss Diane Lifter, a junior at Oxford Hills High School.
